Nov. 12, 


‘Mr, Winston Churchill in his speech at the 
‘Mansion House gave a pledge and a warning, 
When he declared that, should the United 
States become involved’ in war with Japan, 
‘the British declaration would follow. within. 
the hour, ‘That pledge to the United States 
is.in fact the culmination of the programme 
of parallel policies which Great Britain and 
the United States have been following in the 
Pacific in recent years It does not amount 








fo anything in the nature of an alliance, but 
it isan indication to the world at large’ that 
‘as the United States have stood so boldly be- 


hind Great Britain in her war with Germany, 
0 Great Britain will stand side by side with 
the United States should the Japanese Gov- 
ernment be 50 ill-advised as fo precipitate a 
war in this part of the world. Mr. Churchill 
added point to his statement, when he pre- 
faced it with the remark that, owing to Brit- 
ish naval successes in European waters 
Britain, with additions to her fleet, was now 
in a position to provide a powerful naval force 
with heavy, ships and necessary auxiliaries 
for service in the Indian and, Pacific Oceans 
Sf needed. 

‘Mr, Churchill has made that statement be 
fore, ‘but its repetition in his Mansion House 
‘speech Is to be taken as an indication that the 
assistance which will be given to the United 
States should that be required will ind 
Be very real and sufficient to provide Anglo- 
American superiority in naval strength over 
{he Japanese, Navy. ‘That pledge to the Unit~ 
ed'States and warning to Japan is more than 
ordinarily significant coming from a man who 
is able to say with truth: " must admit that, 



































having fought for the Japanese alliance near- 
ly forty years ago, in 1902, and always having. 
done my very best to promote good relations 


with the island Empire of Japan, and always 
having been a sentimental - well-wisher of 
Japan and admiver of their many gifts and

St, but the extremists are anxious for a gam~ 
ble in which they hope—and it is indeed 
very faint hope,—to repair the damage to 
Japan's fortunes ‘which has been inflicted 
upon them by the long, drawn out struggle 
with the Chinese. 

‘The picture is no more intricate than that. 
Great Britain and the United States have set 
limits beyond which Japan cannot now pass 
without becoming involved in war.

¢ time should not be too far distant, when 
that superiority will have a decisive influence 
on the progress of the war. Great Britain's 
Navy is much stronger than when she 
went into the wai vessels can again 
be sent to the distant corners of the earth 
in protection of British interests, and the 
days of exclusive preoccupation ‘with the 
war in Europe are ended. So much for the 
extravagant claims as to damage inflicted 
upon British navy which jan and 
Maliah propagandists “have so frequently 
made. ‘The British Empire and its Allies 
fare far stronger now than they were a little 
over a year ago. 

‘There is a vast difference between the 
[businesslike address of the Prime Minister 
and the plaintive wail which Hitler emitted 
at Munich. As in the past Mr. Churehilt 
has placed the situation frankly before the 
‘world, emphasizing the dangers which then 
existed, and the tremendousness of the effort 
required to meet them, so now he tells his 
hearers, that the blood, and tears, and sweat 
expended since Dunkirk have ‘resulted in 
‘the rehabilitation of the British land forces, 
Jand their augmentation.

Satisfac 
tion with what has already been done, must 
Inot obscure the fact that even greater efforts 
will be required, before the escape from 
defeat of last year is turned into the one 
great tact of victory. No Briton even in the

It Is indeed welcome news that the Shang 
hal. Municipal’ Council is now turning its 
altention to the matter of the price of flour, 
and it is expected that this commodity wil 
Feact to the new move by a fall in retail 
cost, In the meantime it might be advisable! 
f'the authorities of both the French Con- 
[cession and the International Settlement were 
{o Issue orders, “freezing” stocks of essential 
commodities in order (o prevent thelr removal 
from the Jurisdiction of that control which 
{s planned for them.  Hoarders are hampered| 
by’ the lack of sulficient aliernative accom 
miodation for their goods, but there is nothing 
more to be commended than action which 
prevents them getting their stocks out of the! 
foreign areas before the authorities get down| 
fo dealing with them, ‘That would ensure 
the retention in Shanghai of the large stocks 
already accumulated and relieve any anxiety 
which” might still remain—though 
should be none—as (0 possible shortages in 
the near future. 

What is particularly gratifying to note is 
{that the authorities have been acting swiftly 
in. dealing with profiteers, as a number of 











Jeompradore shops already know to their 


sorrow. In the French Concession during the| 
period, November 1 to 8 no fewer than thirty- 
two shops were dealt with for various] 
joffences in connection with the sale of com- 
‘modities, ranging from sales at prices higher 
than those fixed, failure to affix price tags| 
to their goods and the giving of short weight. 
In some cases shops which the French 
Police have dealt with have had thelr licences 
cancelled, a salutary proceeding which should 
go a long way to deter would-be offenders 
from continuing evil practices. It is 10 be 
‘assumed that the Municipal Couneil through 
its officials will be in no way behindhand, for 
it is only by the ruthless exercise of’ the 
powers which the authorities of the two 
foreign areas now possess that complete 
success in this campaign against profiteering, 
‘and hoarding ean be aitained. 

‘There should be not the slightest compunc- 
ion shown to that section of the communit 
‘which sought to batten upon Shanghai's 
misfortune in a manner which has been 
shown to be nothing short of blackguardly. 
‘That many of them will suffer considerable 
osses, should not influence the authorities in. 
any*degree whatever. That they in their 
reed overreached themselves is clear; it is 
‘also clear that they must now pay the pen- 
ally of their rapaciousness. Once they have 
been made to do so, others will not be so| 
Uikely to succumb 16 the same temptation, 
in which event Shanghai should then only 
suffer from the fluctuations in prices. which 
fare 10 be expected in such abnormal times as 
these. "In. this connection it needs to be 
pointed out that all the authorities ean be ex- 
‘pected to do is to wipe out profiteering and 
hoarding for the purpose ‘of speculation 
they cannot hope to deal with the economic 
factors which are influenced by conditions 
‘over which they have no control. ‘That is 
Particularly the case with regard to the 
utilities where  inereases have only been 
granted after tho closest scrutiny of the 
applications as they have been put forward. 

‘A welcome feature during the last two or 

three days has been the number of letters 
sent to this journal on the subject of the 
‘charges made for essentials in certain shops 
in Shanghai. These are willingly published, 
not only for the psychological effect that they 
may be expected (o have on offenders, but as 
an indication to the public at large who are 
the people guilty of this racket in foodstuffs 
which an endeavour is now being made to 
end. Quite half of the burden of bringing 
the ‘acketeers to book rests on the shoulders 
of the consumers themselves. If compradores 
stil follow the practice of charging exorbitant 
prices, it is well that their names should be 
{known, and that clients should have the 
opportunity of transferring their custom to 
jother establishments more amenable” to 
Feason. Consumers still have the boycott. 
weapon at thelr disposal, and there is, not 
the slightest doubt that, if certain establish 
ments, selling foodstuffs which are not at! 
present under “control, at unreasonable 
prices found that suddenly thelr counters were 
‘deserted, a short, sharp, and very necessary 
lesson would be taught ‘them, 


























SCIENCE v. RELIGION 
Nov. 13. 

Regrets are expressed to correspondents 
whose lelters on the subject of science and 
religion will not be published owing fo the 
application of the closure before they arrived. 
fn this office. It became necessary to stop 
the correspondence because as in practically 
every case where religious discussion arises, 
its scope tended to widen on the one hand, 
while the lack of restraint on the part of 
some writers led them to exhibitions of bad 
faste, whieh is fo say the least unfortunate. 
There was also displayed in some com- 
munications a degree of irrational thinking 
whieh itis difficult to reconcile with the 
Jogieal. One correspondent, using a. 
pseudonym, fancied he had been the subject 
of a personal attack by an opponent who had 
the courage to express his views over his 
own signature. How an anonymous person 
‘can possibly be the subject of a personal at~ 
tack by someone, who does not know the 
Identity behind the nom de guerre. it is a 
little dimeult to understand. 

‘The issue between science and religion is 
by no means as simple as some writers would 
‘appear to believe, but it is necessary to point 
‘out that both are playing a very important 
part in the world and have rendered and are 
Sill rendering great services to humanity. 
‘There cannot be the slightest doubt that the 
world would have been a much worse place 
than it is, If it had not been for the guiding 
hand of religion, that untold millions have 
‘been comforted in thelr lives and encouraged 
in their deaths by that very system which 
the unthinking are too ready to condemn. 
Simple, plous faith has wrought miracles In 
‘the past ‘and will doubtless continue 10 do so 
in the future, miracles which have brought 
humanity from utter darkness into the light 
of ‘civilization. Religions have made. their 
mistakes it is true, but assuming their divine 
inspiration, it has to be pointed out that their 
interpreters have all along been very human 
with all the natural tendency to err, 

Science, much younger than religion, is not 
in Itself based upon faith, but rather ‘on the 
enquiring mind which will accept nothing for 
granted, but secks the whys and the where 
fores of what is happening in the universe. 
It has already conferred great benefits upon 
humanity, and may possibly confer more. It 
is a cheap sneer at the scientists to emphasize 
the evil purposes to which their discoveries 
have so often been devoted. ‘That has been 
the fault of the dreadful ingenuity of man 
itself, and certainly not of the scientists, The 
Wright brothers probably had only the 
slightest inkling of the murderous possibilities 
of the aeroplane when their researeh made 
flying possible. ‘The first chemist who 
isolated arsenic did not anticipate the uses to 
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‘which its salts might be put so much as 
did the notorious Marquise de Brinvilliers. 
‘The scientists are not at fault in revealing 
the results of their researches to their fellow 
men; the latter. are. blameworthy for. the 
‘manner in which they have applied them in 
some instances. 

It Is necessary, however, to point out that 
there is not so complete a cleavage between 
selence andr ‘a8 some people would 
appear to think. ‘There are religious” men 
who devote thelr lives to science still able to 
retain thelr faith in God, ‘There are also 
scientists of the highest. rank whose. re- 
searches have not robbed them of their faith 
in.a Supreme Being and all that such entails, 
To quote one letter which cannot now be 
published, "If you can wait, and not be 
fired of waiting,’ there need be. no conflict 
between science’ and religion." The former 
fs explaining away the mysticism of the 
latter. and who can honestly deny that the 
‘modern Christian has developed 9 broader 
and much more tolerant outlook: as the result 
of the growth of knowledge?” ‘The time may 
come when, instead of being antithetical, 
‘selence and’ religion will ‘be walking hand 
in-hand. Who knows? Perhaps this may 
be the best thing for mankind. For the rest, 
despite the spate of words neither side has 
been convinced of error. Might that not be 
because, possibly, there may be none? 











FINLAND’S REPLY 
Nov, 14, 

‘The Finnish reply to the United States’ 
‘warning to stop the war against Soviet Rus 
sia, which Finland rejects, is along lines 
which ‘were to be expected, ‘The com= 
munication which appears to be long and 
argumentative bears” all the indications. of 
German inspiration, and, though the Finnish: 
Government does tot say $9, the conclusion 
to be drawn is that the Finns will continue 
to fight simply because the Germans will not 
let them stop. According to the version of 
the reply carried by the enemy news agency 
it is emphasized by the Finnish Government 
that Finland's independence nad not been 
threatened by Germany. It, is clear, from 
that statement that the leaders of Finland 
completely’ fail to understand all that has 
happened in various countries now under the 
Nazi heel, Penetration by fraud has led to the 
subjugation of those countries just as certain~ 
ly as if they had been reduced by the sword. 
Gan it for one moment be said that the in- 
dependence of such countries ax Italy, Hun= 
gary, Rumania, and Denmark remains 
inviolate? 

‘The answer is all too obvious. Their gov~ 
ernments may still be in existence, but It is 
not to be believed for one moment’ that they

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MUSSOLINI ECLIPSED 
Nov. 14. 


‘The Lisbon correspondent of the, “Daily 
Telegraph” and the “Motning Post” learns 
{rom well-informed neutral sources that 
Farinacei is now the instrument of German 
policy in Italy. He is sald to receive in- 
structions directly from Hitler, and {0 com- 
municate with Berlin over Mussolini's head. 
Why this has come about, it is reported, 
is because refations between Hitler and 
‘Mussolini have become strained over the 
latter's failure to keep his promise to send 
one million Italian troops to the eastern 
front to assist Germany in her invasion of 
Russia, He failed to do so, for reasons which 
fare not yet made clear, though reluctance of 
the Italian army to fight so far from home, 
together with complete distrust concerning 
Hitler's plans for the future of Italy may very 
well explain why Mussolini could not honour 
his undertaking, Hitler is alleged to have 
accused Mussolini of dishonesty —which 
‘comes so strangely from the accepted author- 
ity on tho sublect.—and inability to manage 
his own affairs. Parinacct has consequently 
been given the job of placing Italy under 
the full control of the Fascist party. 

It is an amusing spectacle to sce the Italian 
‘empire builder, the Bombastes Furioso of the 
Mediterranean, superseded by ,command of 
Hitler, and an inferior set over him. ‘The 
progressive diminution of Mussolini's political 
stature has just about been completed. Start 
ing off proudly with what he thought was 
equal partnership with Hitler in a scheme to 
despoil the whole world, it was not long 
before Mussolini found he was not riding in 
Hitler's charlot, but was running beside it. 
‘His egregious failures in Ethiopia, Libya and 
Greece siamped the man as militarily inept 
and a liability to Hitler rather than an asset. 
Hitler has not yet deposed him from office, 
probably will never do so as long as the war 
lasts. Tt will then be the duty of the vic- 
forious Allies to perform that function. 
Nevertheless Mussolini presents a particularly 
inglorious picture of the man who imagined 
great things but was utterly incapable of 
achieving them. His military “genius” was 
unequal to the strain which this war has 
placed upon it and he stands now as an ob= 
Ject lesson to the whole world—a most 
lamentable failure. 

He has only himself to thank for it, He 
could have Kept out of this war, and so pre~ 
served his country from the sufferings which 
it is now enduring, He could at least have 
secured the greater part of his gim~ 
crack Empire, ‘The alians might have 
been prospering trom a, corefully-maintained 
neutealily if lini had not been enticed 
by the ignis fatuus of an easy, and quick 
vielory. “Instead he has surrendered | his 
countiy to its natural enemy,—Germany. The 
tentacles of the Nazi system’ penetrate every 
phase of the Tlalian governmental and social 
system. German troops, just as much as 
army of occupation ag those in other over 
run lands, are to be found in all places of 
importance. And to top it all, Mussolini has 
been degraded to a secondary rank in the 
eyes of the man with whom he thought he 
was collaborating. He is not now even the 
abject leader of an abject state, but merely 
a figurehead probably now having to take 
orders from Farinaccl, He stands now for 
What he always was—the discredited tool of 
Mitler. 

Whether Farinacci will be able to establish 
Fascist control over the whole country re~ 
mains (0 be seen. Fascism as such has been 
the subject of much domestic criticism in 
Maly, To maintain {ls prestige it had to 
command success after success. It has been 
completely unable to do so, It has not been 
fable to retain for home consumption the pro- 
duels of its workers. ‘They, while the fruits 
of their labours yo to feed the Germans. sut~ 
fer short commons. ‘Their soldiers are being 
taken far afield {0 help in the campaign 
against Russia, where apparently Hitler in= 
tends (o ght to the last Ttatian, Hungarian 
and Rumanian, Their fleot has been shown up 
inva light which reflects no credit upon its Fas~ 
cist fashioners. Hitler expects Farinacct to 
redeem the fallen fortunes of a party which 
commenced its existence so well, and did such 
wood work for Haly for the ' first sixteen 
years, but which has now failed so lament 
bly.’

‘The President 
in his letter, answering one from Messrs 
Rayburn and John W. MeCormack, asking 
the effect of defeat of ‘the amendments, put 
his case quite fairly. | Failure of Congress 
to repeal Sections 2 and 3 of the Neutrality 
Act would be definitely discouraging. He was 
confident that it would not destroy the 
defence or moral of the British Empire, China 
fand Russia, though it would weaken their 
positions from the point of view of food and’ 
munitions. He also pointed out that it would 
also weaken the position of the United States 
is efforts to produce all it could as 
rapidly as possible. 



































It might have had a more serious effect! 
outside the United States than inside. After 
fail from a domestic point of view it would 
merely have been a demonstration on the 
part of the House of Representatives that 
it was not yet prepared to go as far as the 
Senate in support of Mr. Roosevelt's policy.

available to deliver defence ald materials at 
{those points and in such quantities as to aid 
‘materially in assuring vietory. Tt means that 
the one great obstacle in the rushing of 
supplies to the Allies will have been removed 
and that the American effort will reach its 
peak untrammelled by difficulties. 

If the Germans ever had any hope that the 
House of Representatives would refuse to 
pass the Revision Bill as amended, they must 
by now be sorely disappointed. “They have 
been given another proof that though there 
ig still an important difference of opinion in 
‘the United States as to how far that country 
should go in assisting those resisting aggres- 
‘son there is still very substantial support for 
the President and his policy in the legis- 
lature and. considerably more from the’ 
general public. The majority of the Re- 
presentatives appear to have taken a very: 
realistic view of the whole matter. The. 
passage of the original Neutrality Act was. 
an endeavour on the part of Congress to’ 
establish such a neutrality that danger to| 
American shipping from enemy action, and. 
the possible involvement of the United States 
in a war with Germany would be avoided. 
The decision taken later to give the 
democracies all aid short of war obviously 
necessitated making sure that those supplies 
which were contemplated should reach their 
destinations. 


‘Then, when it was demonstrated, that even 
outside combat zones American shipping was| 
not safe from German U-boats, a situation 
was created in which revision of the original 
policy sme necessary. That will have 
been’ effected over the week-end, and the 
‘means will have been provided whereby the 
policy of the United States with regard to| 
the Allies will be capable of complete fulfl~ 
ment. ‘There is a lesson in what has 
happened this week in Washington which 
some countries would do well to take to heart. 





There is a growing determination on the part 
lof the people and Government of the United 
States that everything possible must be done 
to ensure that Britain and her Allies shall 
pull Hitler and his system down. It arises 
from full knowledge of Hitler's plans for 
world conquest, which include the United 
States, and the people of that country have 
been brought to a realization that their first 
line of defence is in Great Britain and 
Russia, and that success there will ensure 
that the United States will never have to’ 
suffer in the manner in which Europe is 
now suffering. 
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It is quite an interesting feature of the 
publicity indulged in by the Nazi leaders that 
its originators never appear to be united on 
any one subject. On the question of the 
responsibility for this war, Hitler rants and 
raves about such “war-mongers" as Mr, 
Churchill and Lord Halifax. Tt is true that 
at times he has inveighed against the Jews, 
but since the war began it has been the evii 
British statesmen, who have determined 
resist aggression, who have consistently made 
that plain, whom he blames. Goebbels thinks 
it is the Jews. But the world at large will 
‘accept neither of these ideas. It knows that 
the war was started by Hitler, planned by 

itler, prepared for by Hitler. Neither Jews 
nor any other people wanted war, but Hiller 
forced it upon them. Tt has not gone wholly 
to his liking, or that of his eriminally-minded 
associates, and there can be little doubt that 
{in this fresh attempt to stir up more hatred| 
of the Jews, Goebbels is secking to divert 
the mind of the German people from the 


























wholly unnecessary suffering they are en 
during. 


Exactly what Gocbbels has up his sleeve 
for the Jews is not clear, though the third 
of his ten points is to say the least sinister: 

“The Jews are to be blamed for every 
German soldier who falis in this, wat. ‘They | 
fare responsible for his death and they must, 
therefore, pay for it” 

If this means anything at all, it must surely 
be that the Nazi leaders are planning some 
particularly hideous bestiality against an 
Innocent people. Their only protection will 
be the weight of worldwide opinion which 
saved those additional hostages in France 
which the Nazis would have murdered. It 
may help to save the Jews under German 
|dormination, for perhaps even the bloodstained 
Iconsciences of the Nazis may hesitate before 
committing such a crime of revenge as. 
Goebbels" appears to be contemplating, 
though there cannot be any too great a cer- 
tainty as to that. ‘The grave danger appears: 
to be that when ‘the Nazis realize that defeat 
is close upon them, they will turn on the 
Jews in their midst, in which event a crime 
junparalleled in the history of the world will 
be perpetrated. 

That can be the only possible explanation 
lot Goebbels's vitriolic ‘outburst. But the 
‘question naturally arises why he should have 
indulged in it at this juncture. The con- 
clusion to be drawn is that he already sees 
the commencement of the writing on the 
wall, and that German certainty of victory 
has ‘been changed into a realization of the 
possibility of defeat. Goebbels’s tirade, 
therefore, may be taken as the preliminary 
endeavour to lay responsibility for defeat| 
upon the Jews, and thus divert the scorn and. 
hatred that must fsil upoa the Nazis who in 
defeat will have brought their country low. 
Tt will not succeed outside Germany, for the 
[world has no misgivings where the guilt for 
provoking this war Is to be placed. Nor is 
it likely to be very successful within Ger- 
many itself, for an Allied victory in this war 
will mean as it did in the last the downfall 
lof the present Government, and the bringing 
fof the guilty men in it to book. 
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‘o| chance of bringing his mission to a success 


fal conelusion. 


It needs to be pointed out that the repeated 
attacks by the Japanese Press upon the 
United Slates, and. the generally. bellicose 
fone it has recently adopted in no way assisis 
‘the Japanese Government in ils attempts 10 
secure ‘a. better understanding between the 
two countries. “This is particularly true of a 
Press which is susceptible of government 
‘control. The people of the United States are 
hot to be intimidated by such outbursts, 
though they and thelr Government will na 
turally wonder which of the two voices they

‘Nomura and Mr. Kurusu, or the hostility of 
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the Japanese newspapers, What neither the 
extremists in Japan, nor the Press appear to 
understand is’ that, the democracies will not 
be deterred from following their policies. to 
‘thelr logical conclusion by threats or bluster.

” THE PAST WEEK 
Nov. 17. 


Last week was regularly crammed. with 
developments of various sorts making it one 
of the most eventful perlods for some time 
past, Tn Russia the struggle for Moscow ay 
peared to be raging with unabated fury, the 
Germans being successfully held up by the 
Russians and in some cases thrown back with 
severe losses, the Russians proving themselves 
able to counterattack, and inflict heavy dam- 
‘age upon their enemies. The Germans made 
further progress in the Crimea and are re- 
ported to be nearing Sevastopol and Kereh, 
neither of which cities has as yet been cap- 
ured, though the Germans are making their 
customnary boast that the reduction of, the 
former city is only a matter of days. That 
of course may mean anything. ‘The capture 
fof Odessa was merely a matter of days, and 
the reduction of Leningrad still appears to 
be. within the same category. Generally 
speaking, the Germans failed to, make any 
important headway in their invasion of Rus- 
sia last week and are producing all sorts of 
‘excuses for their failure, though that the Rus- 
ssians have to fight in just the same conditions 
‘of which they s0 bitterly complain, 

In the Mediterranean the week started off 
well for the British who succeeded in inter- 
cepting and destroying an enemy convoy with 
no loss to themselves, while four Italian de~ 
stroyers were either sunk or badly damaged. 
‘Towards the end of the week this signal suc- 
coss was offset by the news that the Ark 
Royal, one of Britain's most frequently sunk 
acroplane-catriers, had been torpedoed in the 
Eastern Mediterranean and lost, which in 
self 1s a severe blow, the main gratitying 
feature in. connection with it being that only 

‘man was killed and that the rest of the 
highly trained personnel were brought 
to" safety, An important speech by Mr. 
Churchill,’ in which he declared that if war 
broke out between the United States and 
Japan, Britain would be in it within the 
hnour, aroused much. indignation in Japan, 
though the reception of the speech in. the 
democracies clearly indicated much apprecia- 
tion of the uncompromising stand which the 
British ‘Prime Minister had adopted. Fine - 
land ‘rejected the U.S. warning. against con- 
tinuing the war against Soviet Rus - 
parently under, German influence. 

Some surprise was occasioned when it be- 
game known that there was some danger 
that the Senate's amendments to 
the revision of the U.S. Neutrality Act would 
be defeated. Fortunately, owing to presid- 
ential intervention at the eleventh hour, the 
BIL was passed, though by a much smaller 
majority than was originally expected. The 
week saw a, progressive worsening of the 
Inbour situation in the United States, and it 
Is possible that a big strike,in the coal min 
ing industry may start today. President 
Roosevelt, is. seeking Congressional authority 
to prevent strikes during the time of war, and 
the measure may be speeded, through Con- 

ress to ive the Administration the neces- 
ity authority to deal with strikes as quickly 
as possible, In Ethiopia British and patriot 
forces by the occupation of Glanda have suc 
ceeded in “encircling the, remnants of the 
Ttalian forces at Gondar, They are stil! hold- 
ing out, though it Is reported that they 
in a wretched state and that it should not be 
Tong before their sufferings induce them to 
surrender. 

Locally the most important event of the 
week was the announcement of President 
Roosevelt's decision to withdraw the U.S. 
Marines from China. Obviously this 1s con 
nected with the tension which is at present 
prevailing in the Pacific, and is a wise pre- 
caution against deterioration of the present 
highly ‘unsatisfactory situation. Japanese 
reaction ig somev/hat peculiar. Regarding It 
‘as-a piece of stratagem in the prevailing war 
fof nerves, the Japanese Press, which not $0 
Jong ago was clamouting for what 1s pow to 
fake place, pretends to regard the withdraw- 
‘al as a hostile act, a case of other times other’ 
opinions. ‘Thus, while the events in connec 
lon with the European war are not as specta- 
cular as they have been at times, the focus 
of interest for the moment is in the Far 
East, where important developments may be 
expected at any time, On balance, however, 
the past week has not been altogether un= 
satisfactory, though the loss of the Ark 
Royal constitutes a blow from which it may 
take some time to recover, 







































































DISAPPOINTING SPEECHES 
Nov. 18. 


‘The speeches made yesterday: before the 
Japanese Diet by the Premier, General Hideki 
‘Tojo, and the Foreign Minister, Mr. Shigenori 
‘Togo, are disappointing. Both | Ministers 
indicated that with regard to the problems 
of the Pacific, and the conversations with the 
Government ‘of the United States, it is the 
intention of the Japanese Government to 
stand pat on thelr declared policies appar~ 
ently in the hope that a modification of the 
‘American attitude will ensure that peace of 
‘which they claim: to be in search, Mr. Togo 
makes that quite clear when, dealing with 
the Japanese-American conversations, he 








says “I think that an amicable conclusion is 
by no means impossible if the Government 
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of the United States are on the one hand 
genuinely solleitous for world peace as are 
‘the Japanese Government, and, on the other 
hhand, understand Japan’s natural require 
ments and her position in East Asia, and 
consider the situation as it exists there in 
/” the ‘ight of realities.” “General. Tojo is re~ 
+ ported to have expressed the opinion that it 

‘was dificult to predict the outcome of the 
Japanese-American. negotiations, for which 
the Government have resolved to adopt every 
necessary measure to realize the nation’s frm 
poliey. 

It can be said with complete certainty"that 
it the two speeches under mention do in 
fact represent the last word of the Japanese 
Government on the question of the situation 
created by Japan's desire for expansion in 
the Far Eaét at the expense of third parly 
Powers, there is not the slightest hope of the 
negotiations at Washington proving at all 
fruitful, If Japan intends to follow the policy 
already laid down and seek to carve out the 
alleged co-prosperity sphere” in the Far 
East, with itself as the exclusively dominat- 
ing natfon, resort to aggression, which Is. the 











only means by which such a’ policy might |- 


be achieved, will meet with resistance. Upon 
that the United States, and Great Britain, 
together with the Netherlands are. fully 
determined, and that will mean the extension 
of the European war into a worldwide 
struggle as to the results of which the 
democracies are, not in the slightest doubt. 
=» It is necessary that this should be emphasized 
for Mr. Togo makes the astonishing claim 
that the Three Power Pact which Japan 
’ “signed but a year ago has made “as intended, 
a great contribution towards the construction 
of a New Order in East Asia and Europe, 
‘a3 well as toward prevention of the spread 
of the war.” 

Nothing could possibly be further from 
the facts, Hitler has ‘made no progress 
towards establishing his alleged” "New 
Order.” He has not attained that victorious 
peace without which he can never attempt to 
create it; for, though he makes vociferous 
claims regarding it, all he has achieved up 
to the present is the temporary subjugation 
of vast numbers of different people who are 
only awaiting the time when Allied success 
gives them the opportunity to rise and throw 
off the bonds in which he has enchained them. 
Ear from Japan's adherence to the ‘Three- 
Power Pact having the effect, of localizing 
the European struggle, the fact is that it 
tends to bring hostilities into this part of 
the world and consequently expand it. That 
is the plain truth of the present situation, 
‘and not all the parliamentary oratory in the 
world can cover it up. If there is fo be no 
change in Japan's foreign policy, if the 
speeches of the Japanese Prime and Foreign 
Ministers ‘represent the last word of the 
Japanese Government, then the efforts of 
Admiral “Nomura and) Mr. Kurusy in 
‘Washington are foredoomed to failure. 

‘That néed not mean that war would i 

+ ‘evitably follow a collapse of the American 
‘Tapanese conversations. ‘That depends again 
entirely upon Japan, who has only to proceed 
with “her aggressive expansionist policy to 

«precipitate the war which British, American 
and Netherlands’ resistance would mean. 
‘The, patience with which Britain’ and 
America have regarded Japanese actions in 
‘the Far East during the past four years must 
not be taken as any indication of weakness. 
Nor should it be allowed to foster any hope 
in the minds of the Japanese that, when it 
comes to the last hour of act, elther of those 
‘two nations will not just as energetically 
resist Japanese aggression as they. have 
sought to maintain peace under conditions, 
whieh, but for their most unusual long: 
suffering, would have been terminated a very 
Jong tim ‘The combination of the 
‘the Far East is sufficiently 
powerful to restrain Japan's unwarranted 
ambitions, ‘The process might be very un- 
pleasant, but it should be apparent enough 
to all Japanese that Britain, America and 
the Netherlands now dispose of “sufficient 
strength in the Pacific to protect their in= 
terests, and protect them they will.

In 
the absence of- official information, there is 
a tendency to seize upon any wild rumour 
and, if it fits into the victim's secret fears, 
to believe it and be shaken by it. It is 
forgotten that promotion in the civil service 
oes not, carry with the prophet's mantle. 
Did not President Roosevelt when asked the 
other day if there would be a Pacific war. 
reply that “No interpreter of the international 
scene knows the answer"? 


‘Shanghailanders are just getting over one 
bilter experience of the Fifth Column—in the 
food market, and that experience should be 
enough to make them think before falling 
for silly stories, or even for stories which 
are within the bounds of possibility but 
which are too unlikely to happen for one's 
actions to be governed by them. It has been 
4 favourite trick with food suppliers to tell 
the housewife that unless she buys immedi~ 
ately at the price being quoted—usually 
several times what the article is worth—she 
will have to pay much more tomorrow, or 
perhaps there will be no stocks at all to be 
bought. The falsity of this plea has been 
exposed by the sharp drop in prices which 
has followed the action taken by the au- 
thorities of the two foreign areas against 
profiteers. For some weeks the food Fifth 
Column had its way, with a result that man; 
households which listened too gulibly to 
are now stocked with food, often of a perish- 
able variety, which they can now buy with 
out dimeulty at about half the price. ‘That 
is what panic in the food market did for 
the profiteer, who in turn did the housewife. 
‘The example should be sufficient to prevent 
unnecessary panic over the possibilities of 
the future, should the worst happen in the 
Pacific, 

‘There are plenty of ways in which Shang- 
hailanders can get the latest news without 
putting too much store on the information 
handed out by Mrs. X's nail amah's friend's 
husband. There are the newspapers, which 
attempt to give as balanced and as impartial: 
a review of happenings throughout the world’ 
as they can. ‘There are many broadcasts.
